Washington, Sept. 19.—With Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Mellon pres­ 
ent, hearings of the senate investiga­ 
tion of the Internal revenue bureau 
got under way here. 
The first act of tho committee was 
to adopt a resolution empowering its 
counsel and agents to req u 1st ion or 
copy such income tax returns as the 
committee* desires to examine. 
Senator King of Utah served no­ 
tice that a similar resolution empow­ 
ering agents of 
the 
committee to 
delve into the 
prohibition 
bureau 
would be adopted later. 
Mellon as­ 
sented to this. 
Senator Con zen s of Michigan, chair­ 
man of the committee, was author­ 
ized to appoint a mice of examiners, 
engine : . and agouta, to go through 
the Al 
of the income tax and pro­ 
hibition units of the internal revenue 
bureau in search of information de­ 
sired. 
Public hearings will begin as soon 
as Secretary Mellon replies to a ques­ 
tionnaire submitted by the commit­ 
tee 
concerning 
surtaxes 
and 
its 
agents gather the data they will be 
instructed to find. ( bad man Couzens 
— estim ated that from five to six weeks 
probably would be required for these 
preliminaries, but said the hearings 
would begin before 
the 
elections 
should the information re mired by 
the committee be available. 
Secretary Mellon told the commit­ 
tee he had directed that any data in 
his department called for be furnish­ 
ed the committee, including income 
tax reports, and that such agents as 
it might appoint be given unobstruct­ 
ed access to all departmental papers. 
The information called for in the 
questionnaire handed Secretary Mel­ 
lon, Senator Couzens explained, would 
give the committee full knowledge 
concerning surtaxes and enable con­ 
gress to determine for 
itself 
the 
soundness of Secretary Mellon’s rec­ 
ommendations 
for 
a 
reduction 
of 
taxi s upon large incomes. 
The force of examiners, engineers 
and agents Couzens was authorized to 
appoint is expected to look into all 
charges of fraud and maladministra­ 
tion, gather from the prohibition unit 
complete data concerning employes, 
including those who have been dis­ 
missed, investigating the system used 
in granting permits for release of al­ 
coholic liquors, and study the records 
of hearings before the prohibition bu­ 
reau on the cancellation and issuance 
of liquor permits.

Shanghai, Sept. 19.—The 
Chinese 
army defending Shanghai suffered a 
severe reverse in its latest engage­ 
ment with Chi Li troops. 
General Chi Hsieh Yuan launched 
an irresistible attack after artillery 
preparation and the defenders’ lines 
crumbled. 
A mob of retreating soldiers and 
civilians bore back. upon Shanghai 
and it was teared they would overrun 
the thin line of foreign settlement 
guards. More than I,(JOO international 
marines and sailors were ordered to 
the gates and barriers of the settle­ 
ment. 
The victorious Chi Li troops headed 
a drive for the (Noosing forts nearest 
the sector guarded by American ma­ 
ples. 
Three American 
destroyers, 
their guns trained on the Yurts, were 
tripped for action and standing by. 
Conditions in the 
foreign 
settle­ 
ments 
are 
extremely 
precarious, 
more than a million refugees already 
have sought skelter behind the bar­ 
ricades where the marines with ma­ 
chine guns and armored cars stand 
ready lo put down any concerted at­ 
tempt of Chinese to rush the barrier. 
Lu Yung Hsiang’s ally, General Dei 
Ko Kau. surrendered with all 
his 
troops to the Fokien commander, Sun 
Chuen Fang. 
The civil 
governor, 
Hang Chow, proclaimed his independ­ 
ence of Lu and tied to Shanghai 
The only Chekiang forces still hold­ 
ing out are on the Liuho WangUo 
front, not far from the city, ami they 
were expected to surrender immedi­ 
ately.
